red on board. 
T hey w ere slight, h ow ­ 
ever, and ap p aren tly *11*1 not

A n alarm w as sent 
in, arui sevc-al fire engines, and tw o 
fire boats responded. 
T he lighter wits 
anchored directly In th<- rear of Ute 
M anhattan casten, w hich was crow ded 
w ith m en and w om en atten d in g a hall. 
W hen the explosion occurred then- wa* 
a panic In the place. 
Police reserves 
w ere called oui and m anaged to re ­ 
store order in Hu* casino, after w hich 
they drove the crow ds back from th* 
w ater front and out of danger. 
As soon as the fire w as discovered 
the en g in eer of Hie lighter ran down 
into th e hold, w here th e dynam ite w as 
stored, and began to throw the explo­ 
sive overboard. 
In all there w ere 300 
pounds on board, 
He had got all hut 
about fifty t*ounds off th*- vessel w hen 
the fire drove him from the work. 
Til* 
engineer then rushed to the deck, hut 
by th is tim e som e one had * ut the 
cables and the vessel w as drifting out. 
into the stream . 
B lazing fiercely the lighter drifted 
out into m idstream w hen, in about five 
m inutes, th ere w as a terrific explosion, 
and th e vessel satik.
